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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to an amendment filed on January 09, 2008 for tine 
application of Faulkner at al., for a "Systems and methods for performing quiescence in 
a storage virtual ization environment" filed February 27, 2004. 
Claims 1-12, 14, 16-20, and 22-25 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1,14, and 20 have been amended. 
Claims 13, 15, and 21 have been canceled. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,9, 14, and 20 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding claims 1,9, 14, and 20 after a 
complete search of all the relevant prior art the examiner has determined the claims are 
in condition for allowance. The following limitations when viewed in combination with the 
remainder of the claim as a whole place this application in condition for allowance. 

As per claims 1 , 9, 14, and 20 examiner finds the novel and non obvious feature 
of the above claims, when read as whole to be, responsive to receiving the quiescence 
instruction, halting long term operations underway at the time the quiescence instruction 
is received and completing short term operations comprising operations that are other 
than long term operation and that are underway at the time the quiescence instruction is 
received. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
